While summer U neneraUy regarded 
M tbo dull MMRon in the poultry iiiis- 
j^tneu, it Isn't a difficult matter for 
Hhe iwullry raiser to pick up a num- 
ber of extra (limes and dollai-s and 
keep tolerably Inisy with the (owl.-* 
liiirUiK the liiil months. People like 
liiiht food dnrlni; hot nnmtlis. and 
tn sh-dreBsed nice-l<K)kln>; jioidlrv 
sells well every year. It should and 
will bfi in better demand this year 
than formerly, for the senaatlonal 
disclosures, of the unclean methods 
employed in the big packlnit bonnes 
of the country will Cause an appre- 
ciable decreiuse In the consumption of 
\>e^' and by-products, canned Roods, 
etc., and iKjultry will largely take the 
place of tho.si nnwholesoiiie foods. 
The farm raiser of iHiiiltry will have 
ail opi>ortunlty to disixise of lots of 
Kiirplns fowls. i:mI at Rood prices. 
During the next two or three months 
all ihe surplus stix'k of old fowls lan 
be gradually sent to market, and sold 
• tow at a time to private parties 
In moet every vilbige, town and city 
in the country thece are housekeep- 
ers who fairly yearn for some honest 
countryman to come to their doors 
with fresh-ilressed jxmltry and fresh 
eggs, it Is un easy matter lo make 
^^regnlar customers of those once they 
/ar efonnd, and therehy aiM a remilur 
sum -weekly Vn the Iihkiik trom the 
(uwlB, The cockerel welghlnK a pound 
and • qnarter sells for the squab 
broiler, and when larger for the 
regular-slMd broiler. Those about 
two pounds and a little over sell for 
fryers, and beyond that figure they 
generaUy sell by the pound, althoimh 
the matter is largely reiniluted by 
the custom of the locality or com- 
munity. The ihliiK for the ponllry 
raiser to do If he or she lia.- ini-. of 
f(>,wU on hand ami >yai!ih lo icmverl 
them Into cash Is to study the market 
in her particular Ujcality, itnd cuter 
to it* demands.
